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To  recapture  the  facts  and  spirit  of  the  year 
at  CCHS  and  to  preserve  them  in  permanent 
black  and  white  has  been  the  purpose  of  pub¬ 
lishing  The  Columbian  for  1939. 

If,  in  the  pages  that  follow,  the  events  of  the 
year  are  recorded  to  the  reader's  satisfaction, 
the  staff  has  reached  its  goal. 
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There  is  a  period  in  one's  life  when  the 
sheer  joy  of  living  blends  confidently  with  a 
simple,  untried  philosophy  of  life.  It  is  that 
quality  of  youth,  as  few  know  it,  that  clings 
with  childlike  innocence  to  beliefs  in  truth, 
honesty,  and  those  other  primal  virtues.  So 
then,  to  this  Spirit  of  Youth — sure,  true,  untested

Eighteen,  proud,  and  educated  to  the  fullest  extent  provided  by  the  state, 
78  Seniors  are  graduated  this  spring  from  CCHS.  An  active  class,  whether 
measured  by  standards  of  scholastic  achievement  or  by  participation  in 
extra-curriculars,  the  Seniors  lead  the  field. 

In  music  22  sang  in  the  Choir.  Of  the  17  who  played  in  the  band,  a 
majority  held  first  chairs.

Published  entirely  by  a  staff  of  more  than  50  members,  with  Miss  Helen 
Long  as  faculty  adviser,  The  Eagle  has  been,  on  the  average,  a  six-page 
mimeographed  paper.  Disrupting  the  routine  schedule,  occasional  eight-pages 
were  printed;  also  an  annual  Christmas  issue,  the  volume  XII  issue  being  a 

ten-page  edition  with  three  color  printing;  and 
a  special  four-page  April  Fool's  issue. 


The  Eagle  launched  its  fifth  year  under  the 
editorship  of  Grace  Ohki  with  Hazel  Chapman 
second  in  command.  Second  semester  editions 
were  in  charge  of  Jim  Biddle,  editor,  and  Paul 
Rawley,  assistant  editor.

Resting  on  the  laurels  of  class  B  national 
championship  honors,  both  the  65-piece 
Columbia  City  concert  band  and  48-piece 
marching  unit  have  experienced  a  year 
free  from  sustained  group  practices,  and 
long  arduous  period  of  strain  and  stress 
necessary  for  a  national  division  I  rating.

NET  HISTORY 


The  1939  net  season,  though  not  outstanding,  showed  a  few  solid  victories 
and  a  fluctuating  interest  in  basketball.  From  its  initial  victory  at  South  Whitley, 
the  team  was  taken  aback  by  four  rather  close  defeats.  The  Central  game 
was  admittedly  feared;  however,  overconfidence  defeated  the  team  at  North 
Manchester  by  the  hairline  margin  of  one  point.  Then  the  Eagles  lost  out¬ 
right  to  Hartford  City  and  Plymouth.  Remembering  the  keen  rivalry  with  all 
Kosciusko  teams,  the  local  net-pitchers  whipped  Pierceton  by  nine  points 
under  propitious  circumstances. 

Fluctuating  with  wins  and  losses,  the  CCHS  quintet  lost  to  Kendallville, 
defeated  Coesse,  Larwill,  and  Churubusco;  they  lost  once  to  Central  Catholic. 
This  seven-point-margin  game,  called  by  some  the  season's  best  display  of 
basketball  technique,  was  extraordinary  in  that  Central  Catholic  later  be¬ 
came  the  National  Catholic  champs.  Recovered  from  the  mighty  blow  of  the 
51-25  Decatur  defeat,  CCHS  rose  the  victor  in  an  evenly  contested  battle 
with  Warsaw;  no  doubt  the  grudge  was  working. 

The  Ligonier,  North  Side,  Huntington,  and  Auburn  games  may  be  dis¬ 
missed  with  no  further  comment,  since  all  these  schools  simply  had  more  on 
the  ball.  In  the  final  two  scheduled  games  with  New  Haven  and  Goshen,  the 
DeVolmen,  having  split  a  loss  and  a  win,  had  supposedly  rounded  out  a 
mediocre  season.  Everyone  expected  CCHS  to  win  the  sectional;  they  us¬ 
ually  did.  Thus  the  season  was  as  good  as  closed. 

But  the  pop-off  came  when  this  seemingly  lethargic  five  outplayed  Men¬ 
tone  and  entered  final  competition  in  the  Auburn  regional.  In  Columbia  City, 
now  all  aglow,  evening  session  tickets  to  the  regional  were  suddenly  un¬ 
obtainable.  Which  all  proves,  as  one  of  the  players  put  it:  "We  had  the 
punch  in  a  pinch!" 

Mostly  Sophomores  and  Freshmen,  the  sec¬ 
ond  team  is  material  from  which  to  recruit  a 
first  team.  Playing  preliminary  games,  second 
teams  are  shoved  out  of  the  limelight.  During 
the  eighteen  games  played  throughout  the 
season,  the  Eaglets,  with  Bill  Malone  as  captain, 
won  six  games.  The  seconds  tallied  a  seasonal 
total  of  346  against  437,  the  combined  points 
of  their  opponents.
